San FjtANCi.sco, Jan. 25. — Tlie body of 
Frank J. Curtin, purser of the stoaD)sr 
Umatilla, is at tho morgue. He shot hino 
self through the'.bead iajMn state-room om 
bourd the steamer', laft night. Shortly 
after 10 o'clock, last niglit, Curtin, in com- 
pany with a woman, aliglited from u coupe 
Bt the Broadway dock. Wolkiiig down tho 
wharf together, they passed up tho gang- 
plank of the Umatilla aild entered the pur- 
ser's room, on the port side of tho vessel. 
They remained tlier? about twenty 
minutes. Tho couple thjjn left the steamer 
and Cartin placed tlio woman in the 
coupe, bidding her good night in a pleasant 
tone of voice. Tho coupo drove off, and 
Curtin stood for a feW' minutes talking 
with the second officer of the steamer Santa 
Cruz. Going back to his vessel, he entered 
his room and closed the door and pulled up 
the wooden shutter of the window. 

He had not been in the room more than 
three minutes wlien the watchman and the 
customs oHicer on duty on the Umatilla 
heard tho sound of a pistol shot. Uunning 
to Curtin's room, they found the door looked 
from the outside. Tlio watchman dropped 
the window and shuttct, and, reaching into 
the door-latch, unfa3tene<l it. 

Curtin was found lying at full length on 
the floor, with his hftad, from which blood 
was pouring, restinj; on tho door mat. Tlio 
weapon with which he had shot himself was 
lying on the washstand in the room, wheru 
it had dropped from his hand. He had 
evidently stood near the washstand, and 
looked in the mirror over it, taking careful 
aim, before firing a bullet into hia head. 
The ball " passed elt.vr through hia 
head, entering at tho right temple, which 
was powder-burned, and passing out at tlie 
left temple. The frontal bones were crushed 
to splinters. The bullet, after passing 
through liis head, struck in a picture 
frame in the room. Tho weapon was a 38- 
caliber double-action plbtol of American 
make. A careful search of tho room was 
made by Sergeant Helms, of the north har- 
bor police, but no letters or evidence of any 
kind, which coidd furnish a reason for the 
suicide, could be found. 

The police patrol wagon was sent for, 
and Curtin, who -was not yot dead, was 
taken to the reoeiving hospital. His case 
was pronounced hopeless. He was un- 
conscious, though breathing heavily, but 
in. about twenty-five mi- ttes after beint; 
loid un the operating tahio he died, lu hia 
pockets were found, besides his watch and 
chain and pocket knife, nothing but n few 
visiting cards containing his name and those 
of friends. 

The identity of the woman who accompa- 
nied Curtin to tlie steamer is a mystery. It 
is known, however, that a middle-aged 
woman wearing a aeaUkin cloak came here 
on the last voyage of the Umatilla from 
Vicioria and northern ports, and that 
Curtin was very attentive to her - aboard 
the ship. On Friday night Curtin and 
a woman answering tho description of the 
Umatilla's passenger attendtd tho Hush 
street theatre. They were met by Home 
Harris, proprietor of the Livurel P.ilajo 
saloon, and at the conclusion of tho play 
Curtin introduced Harris to the woman. 
A few niintitoa later Curtin and the woman 
visited tho Laurel palace, at the corner of 
lUisli and Kenrney streets. Harris states 
that the wonjun appeared to be trying to 
get rid of Curtin, who was somewhat under 
the inlluenco of liijuor. Finally Harris 
rented a room for Curtin in a lodging-house 
over the saloon, but when he returned to 
the saloon Curtin and the woman had de- 
parted in a coujie. 

While tlie couple were in the saloon the 
woman toltl Harris that she was a guest of 
the Lick house. A partner of the man 
who drove the coupe stated that they were 
conveyed to the Lick house, but the Clerk 
refused to allow them to remain in the 
hotel, so they re-entered the coupe and 
Curtin ordered tho driver to take them to 
the Clilf house. Uurtin heoamo noisy in 
the coupe and threatened lu break the win- 
dow panes, and the driver was compelled 
to threatened hin\ with violence to subdue 
him. Then Curtin .ordered the driver to 
take them to the Sutter Street house. The 
couple were taken there and the coupe dis- 
missed, -fi' 

The night clerk attheLiokhouscsaysaniau 
answering in every particular tho descrip- 
tion of Curtin accompanied a guest, Mrs. A. 
Raymond, of Victoria, to the hotel on 
I'Viday niglit. Mrs. Kaymond tallies with 
the (lewcription of the middle-aged woman 
with the sealskin sacqiio. In about ten 
minutes the man left, bnlMrs. liaynioiid re- 
mained at the hotel. Umiie Harris saw the 
name "Mrs. A. Raynioiul" on tho Lick house 
register, and was nlniosl positive that was 
the name of the woman to whom Curtiu in- 
troduced liim. Mrs. Raymond left the 
hotel yesterdayjBUtrning, and her present 
whereabouts is unknown. 

.SlIOf.T IN' niS ACCOUNTS. 

^.'^AN FiiANi'isco, ,'Cal., Jan. — F. ,7. 
Curtin, purser of tlio steamer Cniatilla, who 
committed suicide, Saturday niglit, was 
discovered, to-day, to have been a defaulter, 
a shortage of §I,.')00 having been discovered 
in his accounts. 

Kx-Goveriior Perkins, of tho P.C..S..S. 
Co., was seen, this afternoon, in regard to 
the reported shorttigC " Up to the lust 
trip of tho Umatilla," said Mr. Perkins, 
" Frank's accounts were always straight. 
His papers were always in lirst-iate shape, 
and his money correct to a cent. This 
time, his cash was 1,500 or Sl.OOO short. 
He tidd tlio cashier that he had been un- 
able to collect the money at .Seattle, but 
that it would come down all right. On Fri- 
day night,. I called Frank into the olHee, 
and told hiin I hoard he was drunk wliilo 
tho ship wds at Seulllu. I said to 
him : " Understand, Frank, I am not 
talking to you as one of the agents of tho 
Pacific Conat Steamship Co., if that were 
tho case, this talk would simply mean your 
suspension. I am talking to you as one- friend 
to another. Were you under the iiilluence 
of liciuor when in Seattle on tho last trip? 
Frank immediately owned up that ho had 
been a little under tho weather, and ex- 
plained it by saying that a number of Brit- 
ish tourists hud liold of him and had taken 



him out to diflner. "I mix drinks," said 
he, "and that was my fall." He looked me 
straight in the fa«e as he answered me, and 
did not try in aay way to make excuses, 
put my hand on his shoulder and said 
"I'rank, it's time to cry 'halt.;" I then 
illnstrated a downward career to him by 
means of a train rUnni'Dg at night. The en- 
gineer knows there is a dangerous bridge 
to pas3 somewhere on the road, but at what 
exact point he does not knbnr. " Whether 
his train is going 30 or 40 miles an hour he 
does not know. Suddenly a thought 
atriices him, ' I will stop my train and begin 
again ; I will find out exactly where I am, 
and run tho rest of my trip by calculation.' 
I applied thia story to Curtin, and advised 
him to stop the train and make a fresh 
start. He promised mo faithfully that be 
would, and I snpposed he hud. 1 neither 
saw nor heard from' him again, till I heard 
that his body was lying on a slab at the 
Morgue. Frank Curtin bad .been with' us, 
'doy and man, for fourteen years. He was 
always scrupulously exjict in his accounts, 
and a l>ettcr liked purser did not run on 
any of our routes. He-- was liked by every- 
body, and was an open-hearted, good-- 
natured fellow." 

[Tho deceased your'-g n>an ^vas well 
known in Victoria, and was one of the most 
popular pursers coming to this port. He 
was o native of Victoria, having been born 
in a house near the cemetery. His parents 
left licre several years ogo, but Fran k Cur- 
tin had always a warm regard for hia birth- 
place, and had uot a few personal friends 
here.Jj

TltK STOKM IN BOSTON. 

Boston, Jan, 26.— Yesterday a storm 
began at 2.30 a. m.,' with light rain,.,that, 
with the falling temperature, soon changed 
to snow. A northeasterly gale in the early 
hours of the storm moved 40 miles an hour. 
By noon the storm had nearly podsed, 
leaving about six idches of wet snow, which 
stuck Tike glue to whatever it touched and 
weighted the electric wires, which polled 
away from the insulators and broke down 
the poles, of which in Boston and vicinity 
about a ^J^Iodredj.Miwe^eVisV^^^ 
ground, indliidrng^^I Jong-^istanoa; .poles 
carrying 100 wires ^bf the 'ijb^ell railroad, 
which fell across the - tracks and- cross 
streets, and four poles situated on each of 
tho New York and New England & South 
Boston, carrying 100 telegraph, telephone, 
police, fire alarm and electric light 
wires. Lust night, the telegraph wires 
were demolished. There was no wire hence 
to New York. The Western Union and tho 
Postal companies had no outlets to the west 
via Albany, and tho Postal reached St. 
John, N.B.,with great diliiculty. During the 
forenoon, conimnnieatioii with various points 
between here and New York were estab- 
lished. The fire alarm wires are generally 
p:ostrated, and the firemen are patrolling 
tho streets. The police system escaped 
with less injury. The street car service here 
is uninterrupted. The weather, to-day, is 
clear and cool. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.; — The Western 
Union Telegraph Company repqrt .over 100' 
poles and' thbir i cable down' betWeea- New 
Haven and New York, 

havoc in new vork. 

Nkw York, Jan. 20. — Never before have 
the telegraph and telephone companies ex- 
perienced such complete and absolute 
havoc. An idea of what tho wreck of the 
lines was may bo gathered from the fact 
that out of 1 500 wires running out of this 
city the Western Union bad but three 
wires working, this afternoon. The rest, 
with the poles that supported them, now 
lie beside tho railroad tracks and across the 
fields and are caught in trees. The Postal 
Telegraph Company actually had not ono 
wire working from this city, while 
tho Metropolitan Telegra|)h and Telephone 
company roughly estimated that 2,500 of its 
wires are laid low. The total damage to 
the companies mentioned, whicli will result 
from this condition off affairs is estimated 
at $500,000. Two weeks unctasing efforts 
will be reqtiired to get the wires back into 
tho conditibiQ in whioh they were before the 
storm broke and tore down the poles and 
wires. Gangs of Western . Union linemen 
from Buffalo^ Bochester and .'Syraouse are 
now at work on the trunk wires running 
north. The Albany gang are working 
south, between Philadelphia and Trenton, 
ond between that point and New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., the telogiapli wires are to- 
tally wrecked. Tlie linemen in the 
eniploy of the Western Union at 
Ilarriabuig have been taken to Philadelphia 
in order to rush repairs in and about that 
point. All the l'],istern wires are down bo- 
tiveen Williaiiisbridge and .Stamford, and 
all the Western wires between Williams- 
bridge and Crotim Falls aro in the sanio 
condition. At Pleasaiitvillc, which is just 
back of Sing Siii^;, every wire is down for a 
distance of two miles. Two gangs of line- 
men aro at work now. The linemen work- 
ing at Coacoli report that all tho wires at 
that point wore found in the river. Every 
one of the Western Union wires which run 
along the line of tho West .Shore railroad 
is down South of Kingston, N. Y. Tho 
Western Union wires which run through 
New Jersey aro piled into small heaps on 
the Jersey fiats. 

At preseiiL, the W estern Union has only 
only one trunk lino working to Chicago, one 
to Buffalo aud another to Albany. The 
ufreots of the heavy storm of yesterday were 
.•cry appreciably folt in Wall street, this 
morniti^. vThe destruction of the telegraph 
wires robbed the brokers ot whatever out- 
side orders they might havo had, leaving 
the stock business in oven a more discour- 
aging state than it bus been recently. The 
first ofiiolal act of the oonimiseioner of pub- 
lic works, thia morning, was to notify all 
telephone and telegraph and elootrio light 
companies to remove tlie dangerous wires 
and poles which were damaged by 
tho 'storm.

After Many Weeks, the Very Severe- 
Weather iu Europe Shows 
Signs of Iniprovingr. * 



Fifteen MjlLtoii Francs Contributed' 
for the Poor of Paris— Breaking 
tho Ice with Dynamite. 



Fakis, Jan. 25. — At last a thaw has ar'- 
rived, after the frost which was the severesb 
in 1 8 years, and none too soon, for never in 
the annals of Paris, since tho war. was so 
much misery known. P'or weeks, an enor- 
mous class, consisting oi p'ainters, bricklay- 
ers and gardeners, probably 50,000 people, 
have been employed. The vote of 6,000,000 
francs by the French government did more 
to popularize the government than could 
any other legislative act ; then came the 
appeal through tho press, aud in two days 
tho collections amounted to 15,000 francs. 
Market gardeners arouml Paris aro in de- 
spair. Their crops aro totally ruined. The 
price of vegetables in Paris makes themi 
such a luxury that the rich alone can afford 
them. The Seiue's ice shroud is rapidly 
breaking up and floating down stream. 
Dynamite and tugs were used to break up 
theice iao as to.keep it from carrying away 
many old; narrow bridges. 

A meetine of soctitUsts was placarded by 
red posters all over town early in the week, 
called for Friday, in front of the ojwra 
hoube. Had the frost continued it might 
have had a show, but with the tliaw, men 
were more anxious to gain a Sfiuare meal 
than to listen to empty talk. A lew long- 
haired, grubby individuals did meet, bub 
the police kept them moving to a lively 
tunc, and the thing was a fizzle. 

The city of Arras is flooded, and in the 
surrounding country great damage has been 
done. 

GEiTiN.rE, Jan. 24. — A recent snow storm 
in Montenegro caused great distress, and in 
many districts tho people are auiroring frouk 
famine. The mercury in some places is 11 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit. In striking 
contrast is the extreme mildness of tho 
weather on the shore of tho Adriatic, where 
flowers are blooming. 

Bi'.ni.iN, Jan. '21. — A general thaw set in 
in Western and Northern Germany, melting 
the snow, and heavy rains lire causing tho 
rivers to rise rapidly. Reporta from Cux- ' 
haven atoto that tho Elbe is entirely froo 
from ice. 

St. Phtersduiui, Jan. 21. — A terrible 
snow sloini prevailed recently in tho south- 
eusteni portion of Ku.s.sia. Whole villages 
and numerous isolated houses are almost 
buried in 'the snow. Railroad tracks ure 
useless, and the only communication is iu 
sleighs. Numbers of people have been 
fro/en to death, and it ia feared that as tho 
snow disappears there will be further loss 
of life revealed. Tho city of Charkov, 
capital of the govern inont of Khark'o or 
Kliurkovu, ia so completely isolated that a 
fumine is feared among the poor.

Hox. Mu. Speak EH announced that he 
was now readj' with his rulings on the 
two questions, the coiisiderati(jn of which 
he had asked time for. Tho rulings ho 
proceeded to read as follows : — 

"Tho hon. member for Victoria City 
(Hon. Mr. Beaveu) on Friday in- 
troduced the following resolution: That 
the principle of eight hours constituting a 
day should bo adopted in carrying on 
Provincial public works. And that a 
clause should bo inserted in all contracts 
for Bucii to tho effect that the hours mak- 
ing up a day's work of tho workmen and 
laborers to be employed under it shall 
not be more than eight; and a penalty 
for tho violation of such provision by the 
contractor should be included. 

" Tho point of order as to tho rcsulu- 
sion was raised by mo duriivg the discus- 
tion that ensued. I based my objection 
on the (kction of Mr. Speaker Mara in 
1885, in ruling out of order a bill pro- 
viding for the '^giilation of day labor. 
Mr. Speaker Mara ruled that tho bill was 
an interferonco with trade and commerce, 
a class of legislation that is reserved for 
tho Dominion legislature. Neither a 
copy of tho bill, nor of the ruling has 
been preservvid, but 1 am inforiiiod that 
tho bill dealt nith all classes of labor, 
whether employed by the Government or 
by private parties. Such being tho case 
it was clearly out of order. 

My impression while listening to the 
debate on Friday was that tho resolution 
of tho hon. member for Victoria city 
covered tho saino ground in elfect, if nut 
in words, as the bill ruled out hi 1886 ; 
and that it was also, an interference with 
the prerogative of the crown, inasmuch 
as the instruction convoyed in tho resolu- 
tion, if accepted by tho House, would in- 
crease the cost (if government and act 
projudically upon contractors fur private 
as well as public works. 

But upon rellection I think that the 
resolution if adopted would not iieces- 
Birily increase the fanaiicial burden of 
the country ; because while it proposes 
to reduce tho hours of labor on public 
works to eight hours a day, it does not 
demand that tho laborer shall be |)aid 
for more than tho time he has actually 
boon omi)loyed. For instance, if a labor- 
er on Government works is paid at the 
rate of twenty cents per hour for ten 
hours' work, there it nothing in tho reso- 
lucion asking the Governmont to pay a 
higher rate per hour for eight hours' 
work. Tho number of laburors might be 
inrireasod by tho innovation, but the 
amount paid need not he greater than 
under tho systoiu now in force. 

For the same roasun private contract- 
ors would not bo injuriously uH'ected 
through the eight-hour system on Gov- 
ernment works,- and the resolution is not 
an interferenco with trade and eoinnieice. 

On tlieao gniuuds, contrary to my llr.Hi 
inipreaaiuii, I rulo that tho resdliitiini is 
within tho powers of tho llnii.ie. 

The point of order taken l)y (ho hon. 
member for Cowichan (Mr. Croft) is astn 
the admisability of tho resolution moved 
by the honorable mombor for Vic- 
toria, (rfoii.

Frmn (Joverninent work the prin- 
ci))lo would spread to private interests, 
and the eil'ect at the present tinio would 
be most disastrous to tho interests of the 
province. A reduction of the hours of 
labor wouldj to be successful, inuo to bo 
an international arrangement. If this 
resolution was passed it would be introduc- 
ing the thin edge of the wedge of socialism 
The adjustftioiit of tho difl'erencos be- 
tween labor and ca])ital would have to bo 
sulved soon, but tho solution, too, would 
Iiave to bo something for till nations to 
deal with. For one to attempt the work 
of reducing the hours of labor would 
prove disastrous to that nation's com- 
merce, i He should certainly vote against 
the resolution. 

Ho.v. Mil. Beaven spoke at length in 
Mipjiort of tho original motion, and 

ISIii. CiiOKT replied, denying tlio con- 
clusions drawn by tho loader of tho Op- 
position in regard to the success of the 
eight-hour system in Australia, and jilso 
denying that more work could bo done in 
eight than in ten hours. ' 

Mr. II all spoke briefly in favor of the 
referenco of tho question to a select 
committee for investigation. Ho be- 
lieved tliat. this was tho proper course to 
pursue, although the eight hours a day 
cry was a popular fad. . ■ 

Mr. Fobster endorsed the original 
motion, and reviewed his reasons for so 
doing.

Henry Ssverno' Found Drowned, and S. Gray 
Gray Supposed to Have Uet 
' a Like Fate. 

News was received from Chonmiiuis, yes- 
terday, of the death by drowning of two 
•well-known residents of that section, Mr. 
Samuel Gray and Mr. Henry Severne. 'J'he 
former was a popular hotel man, and very 
.well known all through British Columbia. 
Mr. Severne was a native of Derby, Eng- 
land, about 35 years of age, and came here 
about seven years ngo, when he entered 
into business in purtncrsliip with Mr. 
floury Cioft. Later on, he purchased a 
runch on Thetis island, where he made bis 
home. 

The two men started from Che- 
niainua on Tliur.sclay last, intending to 
row to Mr. Severne's place. Nothing was 
licard of them until Sunday, when the body 
of the young rancher was found on the 
beach of Thetis island, near his home. 

Passengers down by the noon train yester- 
day state that tlie body wiis found alloat by 
Mr. Severne's ilof:, wlio swam with it to 
shore. Another aliitcnicnt is to tlie cQ'ect 
that the dog was with ihu two men in the 
boat, and awnni to alioie with its master. 
The latter was a gooil Bwimmer, and might 
have reached the land, and then died of 
exhaustion. Both he and Mr. tiiay, of 
whose body nothing has been seen, were 
residents of LViotoria ut one time, and well 
known hero.'' - •

The Water Pipe Contract and' Itst,CondlUons 
Beferred Back for Be-Conslderation. 

A special meeting of the city council was 
held lust night. There were present the 
Aluyor in the chair, Aid. Hunter, Kichards, 
Holland, Robertson, Munn, Smith and 
Conuhlan, Commissioner Teague and^ Mr. 
Moluin. 

A coninumicatiou was read from the 
Sewerage Committee, and tlummissioii en- 
closing resolution already published, which 
recommended that the awarding of the con- 
tract for sewer pipes bo referred back to 
t!ui council as it was understood that the 
stipulation was, that all the pipes should be 
made in the city and the li.C. Terra (jotta 
Company, to whom it had been awarded, 
had declared to accede to that condition. 

Mr. Teague said it had been thodesireof the 
comniiBsioncrs that the pipe bo made in the 
city; but he was glad to .sec such a clause 
inserted, as, in the event; of any breakdown 
in the new niachiuery of the B. C. Terra 
C.'atta Co., the sewerage works Would nob be 
delayed by reason of a shortage In the sup- 
l)ly of pipe. 

Mayor Grant detailed a conversation he 
had with Mr. MoBoan, and the latter had 
Buid that he could obtain all the necessary 
pipe at a cost not exceeding that already 
agreed to by the B. C. Terra Gotta Co. 
After some further discussion, 
Aid, Smith' said that at the meeting when 
the contract was awarded ha , bad voted for 
the Doulton pipe (English) as they were 
known to bo good, and he waisraure they 
would give Hatisfaotion. He wished to. ''S6o' 
tlio best articles procured. Ho -Ihadl; found 
the 'Frisco pipe to ho useless. hi JvV 

Aid. Hunter, as a inonibcr of the Terra 
Cotta company, (lid not care to say much, 
but maintained that good pipe could bo ob- 
tained hero and at 'Krisco. He said no 
complaints had been made against Melican's 
pipe, and held that it was not fair to ham- 
per tho local company with the restriction 
that all the pipe must be made here. Ho 
did not see that any inaterfal difference 



would arise, provided the city got a good 
article. Even pipes from the best makers 
did not always turn out the beat. 

The Mayor was not prepared to refuse 
the contract to tho local company, provided 
the pipes stood tho test required. No mat- 
ter where tho pipo came from, it must 
stand tho test. He was in favor 
of patronizing homo manufactures, 
provided u good article were secured. To 
obtain a salt glaze a superior cluy had to 
be used and the clay here was equal to that 
It made no difference to tho city where the 
pipes came from if it were good. 

Aid, Robertson moved to accept the 
recommendation' of the commissiobers 'i»nd 
committee' and refer it back for reconsidera- 
tion, and. rep.ort at the next, miseting of 
council. 

The motion was carried and the meeting 
adjourned.

THE SOUND STEAMERS. 

The Union Paclilc Steamship Service to be 
ImptOTed and not Decreased, as 
* ■ ' Beported. 

A rumor was, yesterday, current that, in 
accordance with the policy of economy and 
retrenchment, which Mr. Jay Gould had in- 
augurated in connecLioii with the Union 
Piicitjc railway, tho eteamer Olympian, 
which left on Sunday morning for repairs, 
would not come back again, hut that the 
daily service would be suijplied by smaller 
steamers, such us the North Pucifio and 
George E. Starr, the Victorian and'.Olym- 
pian going on another route. A CoLOMIsr 
representative on hearing this at once went 
to tho company's office in this city, where 
he WU3 distinctly informed that such was 
not the case.

SHAMELESS A ND IMPUDENT. 

Tho News- Advfjrtiscr, in a way pecu- 
liar to itself, rop'iio3 to an article,in which 
it is directly a rid pliiinly cliiirged with 
making a fulsf J slnLeraont. In Friday's 
issue it said:. " A careful estimate of the 
lelative str'jngth of parties , in the House 
at the ptorjont time show&d that, owin^ 
to the far ;t that several of the Govern- 
ment's F.upportors had not yet arrived in 
VictotT.a, a coalition of tho Iiidepoiidents 
and Opposition would give a voting 
strength of 14 against tho 13 votes which 
tha 'CJovernmeiit could muster." 

Vhis statoniont wo declared to be false, 
v,Tid to prove that we were right, gava 
tthu names of the supporters of the Got- 
vrnmont and the names of the gentlenrien 
forming the assumed .coaUUoiL . In^ its 
notice of ' our article, the Navs- Adver- 
tiser does not even attempt 'ti> show that 
we claimed any member as a «uppoi:tor of 
tho Govornment who holoiigs to either 
the Oppositiou or tho Independent Par- 
ty. It sarcastically thanks us for giving 
the details of tliu voto taken cm Dr. 
Milne's Araondmonfc to tlio Address, and 
regrets that it cannot eoe its way to walk 
into tho trap -so neatly laid. 
What trap j Is ^ ^iiallenge to tell 
the truth in, (he ' estimation of 
the News-Advertlber-a trap 7 If ve had 
made » mistake ta to' the relative 
strength of parties nothing could havo 
been easier than for our contemporary to 
have corrected the mistake. It was, in- 
deed, bound to do this, for tho Indepen- 
dents had been credited with " mag- 
nanimity " in forbearing to carry tho 
vote of censure ^^hen they had the power 
to do so. It was claimed for them that they 
lutd a giant's strength, but they refused 
to use it . like . a. giant^ , Now there is 
nothing that a veally honest and honor- 
able man dislikes so much as to got credit 
for doing a Rood act which ho has not 
performed. He scorns to play tho part 
of the .Jackdaw in the fitble. If ho has 
not plumes of his own, ho will not strut 
about in tiose that aro borrowed or 
stolen. But tho News-Advertiser does 
not possess this spirit. It desires to get 
for the Independent party the reputation 
for magnanimity on false pretenses. In 
order to do this it makes a statement 
which is demonstrably false, and when 
brought to book for its dishonesty it tries 
to sneak out of the difficulty in which it 
has been placed by assuming 
an air of great astuteness, and by again 
violating the truth. It cannot say that 
the division wo havo made is incorrect in 
any respect, but in an indirect and, as it 
no doubt considers, a very clever way, it 
endeavors to oonvey the impression that 
the I Leader of the Grovernment at the 
time admitted that his supporters were a 
minority in the House. This is what the 
News- Advertiser says : " Tho loader of 
a party in a Legisliitivo Asseinbly does 
not usually refer in his remarks prior to 
a division to tho fact that an ailvorao 
voto would be one of 'censure ' and ' the 
defeat of his party.' " Wo have exam- 
ined carefully all tho reports, and we 
cannot see in any of them a single ex- 
pression that can bo, by tho most malig- 
nant' ingsQuity, construed to mean that 
the Hon. John Robaon admitted, or even 
wont nenr admitting, that by the com- 
bination of tho Independents and the 
Opposition, his Government could bo de- 
feated. Tho motion was one of censure, 
and the vote, when taken, would be a 
voto of want of confidenco, intended t(j 
defeat tho (Jovernniont. If Mr. Kob.son, 
or any one else, described it in these or 
similar terms, he would bo stating what 
all intelligent men know to be true, But 
the person who states that Mr. Robson 
gave tho House reason to conclude that 
ho believed that it would be carried, 
states what is niaiiifostly false. 

Yestorday evoniii!,' tho Times meanly 
followed the News-Advertiser's load and 
quoted the passagu in that paper, which 
T^ssorts that the Premier admitted thi 
• possibility of defeat, knowing well that ii 
docs not contain A single word of trulli. 
It does not give figures or imiiiu name.s, 
but, with II leer intended to be cunning, 
says, " What we" know wo know,'' 
thus insinuating tho ho whicl 
oven ib has not tho couiaKo or tbi 
iiMpudonco to utter.

JUST CIUTI'JISM. 

Principal Grant, w'no is oub of tho 
most clear-headed as well as ono of tho 
best infonned nion in this Dominion, 
dolivored a lec'ture the other day on 
Henry George's work, " Progress and 
Poverty." Sj(r. Grant gave HeUCf. 
George creiil.it for ' beii'ig a vigorwia 
writer, and. a warm - hearted philan- 
thropist ; but his admiration of tho man 
and of his stylo of writing did not blind 
him to tlje shallowness, tho wonkness and 
tho imn.iorality of his theory. This 
what he says about George's panxcoa for 
all tli.o ills that adiict aocioty 4 

" Dr. Grant came then to Henry 
Gocirge's remedy for 'social ills — to take 
for public purposes the whole value of 
la'A(L Ho wrote so pleasantly about this 
--how no violonco wowld be necessary, 
'out only a Toto of tho iiuijority to hav« it 
done, and it should be done. There 
wuro two objections. In the tirst plice, 
it would bo immoral tluis to conhscate 
tho value of property without coinpoii 
sation — it would simply be stealing, 
(Applause.) John is tuart Mill proposed 
the resumption of public control after 
compensation to the owners, but Mr, 
George scouted tho second part of tho 
proposal. But tho pmposiil, if carried 
out, would be specially injurious to th 
working people, for nioro than ever it 
would huddle tliem into tenement houses. 
As all the whcde value of , land woiild ; bo 
taken, the workingman would feel it to 
bo extravagant to use more land than 
was necessary, and one lot would bi 
made to contain many toiiciueuts jiiled 
one on another. Tho wealthy man iu a 
small oflice woidd almost wholly escape 
taxation ; the poor market gardener, 
whose busineisB (»Ued for the use of much 
land, would be burdened.'* . 

Principal Grant's experience has been 
that of many others. He was charmed by 
the clearness and the vivacity of George's 
style and attracted by the plausibility of 
his theories, but when ho came to retloct 
he sjiw that his theory of land reform 
WHS inherently vicious and utterly impnic 
ticable. There are many who do not 
reach this latter stage. Thoy are in- 
capable of sober second thought, and 
thoy remain the enthusiastic and undes- 
criminatiiig advocates of everything that 
Geoige 'has proposed. To say a word 
against anything that their prophet has 
written is to them flat blasphemy, and 
they anathematize tho critic violently 
and volubly. Principal Grant will, no 
doubt, come in for his share of denuncia- 
tion. ' •■ , \ .

He knows tho man and is 
acquainted with his methods, and is we 
have already said is qualified to form an 
ntelligent opinion of both. This as 'yhat 
ho siiys of tho discoverer whom we' are 
Siktisfied tho world will soon call 
"great." 

" In justice to Dr. Koch, it should bo 
pointed out that he is iii no way respon 

sibie for the unfounded expectations to 
which his discovery has given rise, or for 
ilio scnsationiil niarnior in which it was 
revealed to tho world. All wiio liiiow 
liiin aureo in describing him as a iiiaii of 
the strictest intellectual honesLy, who is 
careful to avoid rash doductiijns and hasty 
'.{onoralizations to a degree that is very 
rare oven among scientiKo inquirers. In- 
stead of rushing off to tho nearest iiiedi- 
ciil society to deliver himself of every 
hidf-foriiied embryo of a new idea, ii.s i.s 
rhe f.-ishion nowad.iys, l^och wo.dd .ipplj' 
he IIoratiHu prucupL to ouiuiitilic as well 
IS to literary work. In tho j)roseat in 
< anco ho has dono so almost literally, for 
it is more than eight years sinco he bognn 
lis ok for a means of chocking tho niv 
a^es of the tubercle bacilli, and there in 
nil doubt that ho would liavo held hi.- 
■oaco till his roseiirclies were coiMpletcd, 
I. id ho been allowed to do so. It is no 
iocrot thnt Jio Avas driven to promututo 



publicity by pressure from his official 
superiors. " 

After having thus prepared his readers 
to respect Dr. Koch's methods and his 
chatacter, Sir Morell gives Dr. Koch'.s ex- 
perience iu aa nearly a.i possible Ins own 
words ; 

The results of tho treatment in 
Koch's own Imn Is — or, to apeak inoro ac- 
curately, under his eye — were as fol- 
lows :— -In two cases of lupus of tho face 
the spots became completely cicatrised, 
after three or four injections; ot^^Qj.

Probably when more is known as to its 
mode of action it will be possible to do 
more good by its means with less risk of 
harm than is tho casu at present."

•A MIXTURE. 



The Inland Itevenue Department has 
issued from its laboratory a bulletin in 

forming tho people of this Dominion that 
tho condiment which they buy for mus 
tard and use as such is not mustard at all, 
It is a mixture of flour turmeric, plaster of 
paris, terra albs, cayenne popper and a 
littlo mustard. Out of ninoty-iivo speci- 
mens analysed not ono ainglo ono came 
up to the standard given by the Depart- 
ment. According to a much lower 
standard only seven of the samples could 
ho regarded as pure. It' is not likely 
that the public health is much injured by 
this wholesale adulteration, for there is 
hardly any ono who consumes a very 
largo quantity of mustard. Then tho 
adulterating substances are not poisonous 
Wheat, rice and buckwheat flour taken 
raw in small quantities cannot bo very 
injurious. Turmeric although a dye- 
stuff is said to bo harmless. Plaster of 
paris does not,,we shonld say^ help diges 
tion and terra alba is positively injuridos, 
Cayenne pepper is good enough in its 
place, but'that place is' evideiitly not tho 
mustard pot. 

The passion for cheapness, which is so 
very general, is tho principal cause of 
adulteration of mustard aa well as of other 
substances. There aro many people who 
aro not willing to give a good price for a 
good article. They imagine that thoy 
can get good commodities at low prices. 
This is not always the case There aro 
some things which it costs a good deal to 
produce, and these things must, if thoy 
iire genuine, bo sold for .^a, comparatively 
high )it'ice. Mustard is one of these, 
(iennino mustard cannot be produced at 
tlio low price at which tho mixture which 
goes by tho name of mustard is so often 
Id. We see in tho table that the 
siiiiiples that come nearest the standard 
are highest in price, and those which are 
adulterated aro very much lower. Those 
who want to get a good article should buy 
tho vory best that is sold. Adultornted 
mustard. should not be used at all. When 
the grocers fihd the cheap trash lying en 
their shelves unEoId, and see that their 
customers aro willing to pay for good 
nius'ard what it is really worth, they will 
m coiiso to import the clieap and really 
rtliless stuff, and will ofl'er their cus- 
tomers none but what is fairly good.

EXECDTIVE CLBMENCY. 

Haxwoll, Accased of Unrder and Sentenced 
to the i^enltlntlary fur I,ifs, Has 
been Paidoncd. 

(Wcstminator Lodger), 
Six years ago all British Columbia waa 
startled by the news of a horrible murder, 
which took place near Kamloops, among the 
mountains of the upper country, A poor 
pedlar travelling through that wild place 
had been act upon and ruthlessly butchered 
under ciroumstauces of the most revolling 
nature. For tho crime several men were 
apprehended and brought to Westminster 
for trial. Among theiu waa a young Scots- 
man of good education, and now "J!) years of 
ago, to whom tho governnieut offered liberty 
if he would turn tjueen'a evidence. This, 
Maxwell said, he could not do, aa ho knew 
nothing about the affair. He was duly 
arraigned, tried, found guilty of murder iu 
the first degree and sentenced to be hanged. 
Several gentlemen in tho city, especially 
His Lordsliip Liahop Siltitoe, strongly 
believed Maxwell to bo innocent of tho 
crime, and exerted tho most strenuous 
efforts on his behalf. Probably through 
those zealous endeavors and certain extenu- 
ating circumstances which pointed to the 
likelihood of Maxwell having been only an 
accessory before tho fact, the Minister of 
Justice commuted Maxwell's sentence to 
penal servitude for life. Since that time 
the unfortunate man has been in the peni- 
tentiary. Rut Bishop Sillitoo still main- 
tained his generous efforts in Maxwell's be- 
half and allowed no opportunity to slip by 
which might be used to his; advantage. 
ATJien Lord Stanley was here last year and 
a guest of tho Bishop, the latter pressed 
tho subject upon his excellency's notice 
with all tho eloquence of whicli ho is a mas- 
ter. Tho governor-general promised to 
give the matter his earnest consideration 
when he j eturnod to Ottawa. On Friday 
afteruoou Bishop Sillitoe rsceived tho glad 
tidings that tho Ucpartmcnt of Justice 
had granted a full pai'doil to the 
convict. Maxwell. The pardon baa 
arrived from Ottawa, and tho 
good news was made known to Maxwell, 
yesterday. Tho poor man was so trans- 
ported with joy at tho news that he broke 
down anil cried as if his heart would break, 
and he eonld eat nothing at dinner through 
excess of happincsa at knowing that ho 
should once more enjoy the precious sweets 
of liberty. He will be relenaed aa soon us 
Ilia civilian clothing ia ready, whicli will bo 
early this week. Maxwell and tho others 
sentenced with him for the crime have 
always stoutly maintained their innocence. 
Maxwell was a member of the Northwest 
Mounted Police a short time before tho un- 
happy affair happened. Last year ono of 
the three men .sentenced escaped from tho 
penitentiary, and the other — Rose — became 
insane, and after being sent to the Kingston 
Insane Asylum committed suicide. Max- 
well had threatened at various times to take 
his own life, but a^wuya had strong hopes 
for pardon. ' v 



THE GREAT JNORTHEEJf.' 

The Boute It Will Take from Bonner's Ferry 
' to Washington.

Now that the Great Northern railroad is 
under construction from the Marias pass to 
the Kootenai river at Bonner's Ferry, 
the most interesting question in regard to 
it is : What route will it follow across 
Washington '!

Tho Spokane & Northern railroad will 
probably be leased and used as a branch 
to connect the . main line with Spokane

From Bonner's Ferty/the road -will run to 
tho western end'of LakaTend d'Oreille, and 
then follow the Fend. d'Oreille ' river to 
Simaqniotene Ferry,- where that, stream cuts 
the Cabinet mountains. It will then run 
due west to DIanio'nS'Lakc, and continuing, 
connect with the Spokane i Northern at 
some point in the northern part of Spokane 
county. Thenco it will run in a west 
southwesterly direction through tho 
northern part of Spokane, Lincoln 
and Douglas counties, thus traversing 
the Big Bond country and keeping 
to the south of the Columbia river before 
it makes the bend to the aoubhward. Tho 
rest of the route is uncertain, depending 
on tho decision as to the pass by which 
the mountains are to be crossed. If this 
decision lias been' reached, it is still ' a 
secret.

A TEACHER'S TESTIMONY.

" Help my friend. Count Sairmay, in 
as far as lies within your power. Ho is 
in search of his daughter, who has, been 
spirited away by a woman who was 
housekeeper in his familj'." 

About ton years ago the count's wife 
died, leaving an only daughter, .lennie, 
then about years old. The count en- 
deavored to lind distraction from his grief 
in social dis3ipati(m, and confided his 
child to tho care of an attendant at his 
palaco at Buda Pesth. 

After wandering much about tho world 
Count Szirmay came to Bucharest. Thoro 
he met and whs fascinated by a brilliant 
adventuress, who liad called liov.self by 
many names in the course of her career, 
claiming to have once been mistress of 
tho czar, and to have lived alinost evory- 
whoro from Paris to Bagdad. 

This woman so infatuated tho count 
that after being with her for some time at 
Bucharest ho brought her lo Buda Posth, 
and formally established hor as mistress 
in his family palaco. He even desired to 
marry her, and would have done go had 
tho alliance boon possible, but his exalted 
rank in tho empire was a bar which they 
could not pass, so the woman simply re- 
mained in full command of his household. 
Her ascendance over him was complote. 
He spent his fortune recklessly upon hor 
least whim, and so things went on for 
years, 

Finally the count tired of the woman, 
whose name was M:irio Polaka, and east 
her off. She then studied for revenge and 
found it in seii;ing upon the littlo count- 
ess, Virginio, sundiiig her to America, 
placing hor in a house of dishonor, and 
sowing the seed while the child was bub 
15 for a life of hopeless degradation. 

When Oounnt; Sziimay found his 
daughter stolen ho searched Europe high 
and low, personally going to all the largo 
cities and hunting in all classes of society 
for bis daughter. .\t last tho girl was 
traced to America, and the broken-hearted 
father came hero, hoping against hope 
that some good providence had intervened 
to savo tho pretty countess from the life 
he foired she had been forced into.r ' i ., 

In company with Marshal Bernhardt 
ho looked everywhere. He finally hoard 
that his once pampered child was kiio»n 
about tho lowest concert lialls as " llun- 
'Mvy .liMinif," and when the story was 
tuid him wept and iiKiaued as though 
death would have been a relief. But his 
search was futile, and he returned to his 
superb castle on the Danube without his 
daughter, wrecked in spiritandin health. 

Marshal Bernhardt said the agony of 
the man was tho moat painful sight of 
his long experience. In telling tho story 
to-day he concluded • 

" Day before yesterday 1 discovered 
the Countess Virginio in her usual sur- 
roundings. I showed her a letter that her 
father had given me for her. It would 
have coaxed tears out of stone walls, but 
" Hungary .Jonnio " simply said: 'It's 
too la'o now. Perhaps my life would have 
been dili'erent, hnd 1 not been wronged ; 
stdl, my mother was a bad woman and it 
is natural that 1 slnmld ho a bad woman." 

Against .^larie Polska she would not 
say a word, and so it happens that a 
beautiful girl of noble sta^ioni bottt/ to 
court life and regal pleasuresVaances in 
disoidurly houses in New York and is 
known as "Hungary ,10111110." The re- 
venge of Mario Pcdska is indeed com- 
plete.
